WILL BE HANGED IN PAIRS 
OFFER CONTROL iMETHODS 
TO HONOR OLDEST MOTHER 


Go to Their Deaths in Alphabetical 
Order; Kentucky Sends 
Three to 
Electric Chairs For Murder. 


Moth Is Newcomer to Ranks of F ruit 
Pests in Adams County, But Means 
of Controlling It Are Known. 


Bouquet Will be Specially Presented 
to Oldest One at Sunday School 
Service in Morning.

9.—The 
death 
march of six Ita lia n s‘to be hanged 
for the m urder of Dallas Calmes be­ 
gan at 11:66 o’clock. 
It was estimated at least an hour 
and a half would be required to put 
the men to death as the law requires 
each man to hang 20 minutes after 
the trap falls, even though he might 
die instantly of a broken neck. 
Should any of the prisoners become 
violent prior to the execution they 
will be hanged first. Otherwise they 
will go to their death in alphabetical 
order in pairs, on the double gallows, 
the sheriff said. 


The Oriental fruit moth has again 
made its appearance in orchards of 
Adams county growers, according to 
officials a t the Arendtsville Research 
laboratory,

The Oriental fruit moth is a seri- 
ious pest, sometimes found on peach, 
plum, quince and apple trees, and w as 
uncovered for the first time in this 
county last year. 
Although not so 
abundant as in orchards in the neigh­ 
boring county of York, the pest is 
giving cause for alarm , and will cause 
increased 
dam age 
each 
succeeding 
year, unless m eans are taken to com ­ 
bat its spread, it is said in inform a­ 
tion from the Research laboratory. 
The activities of the moth have 
been under careful study at the lab­ 
oratory and S. W. F rost and E. M. 
Craighead, two 
of 
the 
officials in 
charge there, report that on May 5 
the first moths emerged from their 
w inter hiding places. 
“This m eans 
th a t a nicotine application should be 
made shortly,” it is .stated by Mr. j 
Frost and Mr. Craighead. 
The Oriental fruit moth is a new­ 
comer to the ranks of fruit pests in 
this county and methods of its con­

stated, but certain things can be done

The 
doomed trio walked in turn from their 
cells to the death house with a steady 
step.

4>»L afraid, th a nk God,” he said as the 
black cap was adjusted. 
The executions were completed in 
46 minutes.

LITTLESTOWN NOW 
IS IN TWO WARDS 


Commission Appointed By Court 
Meets And Makes Division 
Of Town. 


D. C. Rudisill, Charles M. W eikert 
and P. S. O m er, the commissioners 
appointed by the court of quarter ses­ 
sions March 29 to determ ine the ad­ 
visability of dividing the borough of 
Littlestown into two wards, met in 
the Alpha fire engine house there on 
W ednesday to hear those interested 
for and against the division of the 
borough. 
There was no opposition to 
the plan. 
A fter the hearing the commission­ 
ers granted the prayer of the peti­ 
tioners, and the division will be made. 
The dividing line of the two wards 
will begin in the center of N orth 
Queen street a t the borough limits, 
and continue south to the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad, thence northeast along 
the railroad to the borough limits. 
The division w as made in this way 
because it was apparent to the view­ 
ers th a t the p art of the town lying 
north and east of the railroad, where 
the m anufacturing industries are lo­ 
cated, would grow m ore rapidly than 
the other part of the town, and thus 
make the number of voters in each 
ward nearly equal. 
The finding of the commissioners 
will come before the court, and afte r 
it is approved voting places will be 
designated. 
Unless there is some 
serious objection tho next election1 
will he held under the ruling of the 
commissioners.

ready to begin his sentence of two 
years, which has been fought through 
every available court. 
He was taken 
to a cell in a W ashington jail, and 
j th ere 
joined 
Norm an 
S. 
Bowles, 
W ashington law yer, and David W . 
Sullivan and W ilen W. E aster day, con­ 
victed w ith him . 
A sks To Go To A tlanta 
A rnstein did not go to jail, how­ 
ever, w ithout one last 
request. 
He 
wanted to be sent to Atlanta P eniten­ 
t i a r y instead of to Leavenworth, but 
the court advise^ him that he would 
have to m ake the request of the De­ 
partm ent of Justice. 
The legal battles of Arnstein began 
*on a fte r he surrendered himself in 
New Y ork, on May 15, 1920. 
At th a t 
time. accused of being the “m aster 
mind” in a $5,000,000 bond th eft con- 
piracy, he caused the police to search 
in every p a rt of the world for him, 
hut finally surrendered.
